LET THEM 


Edmonton's semi-centenary exhibition 
is to be opened by a mammoth parade, 
with bands galore, commercial floats, and 
all the “fixings” for a spectacular turn- 
out. It is to be hoped that the historical 
character of the occasion will be empha- 
sized in this opening ceremony. ‘The 
parade should bring out the largest repre- 
sentation of western Old Timers ever seen 
in the city, with Red River carts and 
other reminders of the times and customs 
when the Edmonton fair was instituted. 

That event was one of large import- 
ance and of wide significance, for it was 
the first agricultural show ever held in the 
territory which now comprises the great 
farming provinces of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. The commemoration of its 
fiftieth anniversary will arouse interest 
among Old Timers from Manitoba to the 
mountains. The opening day parade, if 
widely advertised and well planned, should 
be a grand muster of the pioneers of the 
farther west. 


WHY THE CROWDED JAILS? 


A committee of departmental officials 
is to try to find out why so many Alberta 
people are in jail. The two prisons main- 
tained by the province are full, and 
another may have to be built if the present 
demand for accommodation continues. 
The inquiry will cover many phases of the 
subject, including the question whether 
convicted criminals are comparatively 
more numerous here than in other prov- 
inces, and whether the foreign-born are 
contributing an unduly large proportion 
of the jail inmates. 

Crowded jails do not necessarily prove 
an unusual prevalence of crime. ‘That con- 
dition may only show that estimates of 
the normal requirements for a population 
as large as that of the province were below 
the mark. Assuming the jail room to be 
somewhere in normal relation to popula- 
tion, full cells mean that the law is being 
enforced, that criminals are being caught, 
and that the courts are administering pun- 
ishment. If that is why the Alberta jails 
are full it is to be hoped they stay full. 


BAR THE WAR BIRD? 

Germany, Sweden, Holland, China and 
Russia would have the nations pledge 
themselves to not use aerial bombs in war. 
Representatives of the other countries at 
Geneva—Canada’s representative includ- 
ed—voted down the proposal, but stipulat- 
ed that bombs should not be employed to 
kill civilians. If there is to be war, why 
rob the airplane of its effectiveness? In 
battle the aerial bomb is as fair as an ex- 
plosive shell or a mine. And as airplanes 
are relatively cheap, to bar them would 
give the stronger adversary an advantage 
over the weaker. 

And just how much would a pledge of 
that kind be worth when put to the actual 
test? Driven to the wall by a stronger 
foe, a country fighting for its existence 
would use bombs, if it could get them and 
the airplanes to “deliver” them—pledge 
or no pledge. As the Polish representa- 
tive put it; if the Kellogg pact has really 
outlawed war, why continue to specify the 
permissable and non-permissable weapons? 
In the last resort worid security will de- 
pend upon international friendliness, not 
upon rules as to how wars should be 
fought. 


A COSTLY BUSINESS 


The Edmonton taxpayer who takes a 
stroll through the down town section these 
days, with his eyes open, will see one rea- 
son why his tax bill has a kick in it, On 
100th street, the thoroughfare which was 
“finished” last year with so much acclaim, 
holes have been smashed in the new pave- 
ment, the street is blocked with hoisting 
machinery, and the tunnelling operations 
for the new storm sewer are going ahead.

This is not the first age {n which the spirit of 
science has stretched its wings. 

Listening to us moderns talk, a man from Mars 
would think two things about modern science, viz.: 

First, that we invented {t out of whole cloth 

Second, that, unlike other ventures of the mind, 
the venture of science 1s assured of automatic im- 
mortality, 

Neither, of course, 1s true 

The spirit of science has appeared before in history, 
had its brief fling, as history measures time, and gone 
into eclipse, 

In Egypt, scientific knowledge flourished for a time 
and then faded 

In Greece, scientific knowledge grew for a time and 
then, after three centuries of vigor, weakened, 

In the Arab mind, sclentific knowledge had a 
springtime of eager interest and then went Into its 
winter of decline 

Will modern science die or, at least 
cline in tne generations ahead? 

Tse record would indicate that such decline is* by 
no means impossible 

But Leon C, Marshall, in his Story of Human Pro- 
gress, thinks that a decline of modern science is not 
probable, and supports his belief with the following 
arguments 

First, ancient sclence was concentrated in a few 
spots, as among the Egyptians or Greeks or Arabs, 
while modern science is spread so widely the world 
around that little short of universal disaster is likely 
to throttle it 

Second, ancient science, even in 
touched, affected only a limited few, while modern 
science not only touches more nations but more people 
within these nations 

hird, ancient science had to maintain ftself with 
limited equipment, while modern science has lavish 
equipment with which to work 

Fourth, modern science has tapped the invincible 
power of idealism as a motivating force, calling into 
its service saints and heroes as religion has done 
through the centuries 

Fifth, modern science gives men a chance to ex- 
perience adventure.

daughters might keep their hands beautifully manicured, and the girls or- 
dered mama around like a servant and complained of the way she did up 
their silk lingerie and because she always smelled of the cooking, 


So, if you want to ruin your daughter and teach her to have con- 
tempt for you, go on doing all of the work while she loafs, but if you 
want her to love you and sympathize with you and understand you, teach 
her that she must help mother and save mother. 

That won't curtail the pleasures of her youth, It will add to them 
She will enjoy helping because it will make her feel important and grown up 
and of use in the world. And that is about the most satisfying feeling that | 
any of us ever get. . Besides this, it is a curious law of nature that the more 
we do for people the more we love them. 

I think that parents always make a great mistake in not making 
partners of their children and in not making them feel that they are real 
factors in the happiness and success of the family, and that just as they 
are entitled to share in the good fortunes they should share in the bad. 

People are always trying to keep things from children, especially when 
there is financial misfortune, I think this is wrong, and that if father and 
mother would talk it over with the children and explain why they couldn't 
have a car or go to a summer camp or have a new frock or gratify some other 
desire, it would take the sting out of the children’s disappointment at being 
denied their heart's desire and they would acquiesee cheerfully in the sacri- 
fices that father and mother were making.

WIFECANNOT 
SUE HUSBAND 


FOR SLANDER’ 


Famous Hill vs. Hill Case! 
Finally Thrown Out of 
Court 


The constitutionality of “The Mar- 
riled Women's Act,” a provincial stat- 
ute, was upheld by the Alberta Court 
of Appeal, with Mr. Justice Olarke , 
dissenting, in a judgment handed 
down Thursday and which reversed 
the decision of Chief Justice Simmons 
of the supreme court, who held the 
Act was ultra vires of the proviricial 
legislature in an action for slander 
brought by Ada Hill of Granum 
against her husband, Nile Hill, and 
which was heard in December last. 
The action was dismissed on the 
ground that a wife could not main- 
tain an action of tort against her hus- 
band, reaching this conclusion by de- 
ciding that The Married Women's Act 
was ultra vires 

Four judgments of the appeal court 
Were written, Chief Justice Harvey, 
with Justices Hyndman and Lunney, 
allowed the appeal, with Mr. Justice 
Mitchell concurring with the judg- 
ment of the Chief Justice, while Mr. 
Justice Clarke dissented. 

Following the judgment of Chief 
Justice Simmons in December, the 
Attorney-General intervened, holding 
that the Act was intra vires of the 
legislature and this view was upheld 
by the appellate division, but in the 
result the claim was dismissed on 
other grounds, 

The section of the Act which was 
declared ultra vires by the lower court 
was in the following terms; “A mar- 
ried woman shall be capable of ac- 
quiring, holding and disposing of or 
otherwise dealing with all claims of 
real or personal property and of.con- 
tracting, suing, and being sucd in 
any form of action or prosecution as if 
she were an unmarried woman,”

Alberta and Saskatchewan police 
are co-operating today in a man-hunt 
to effect the capture of Harold Grif- 
fiths alias Edwards, who made a sen- 
sational jump through a train win- 
dow three miles south of Clouston, 
Sask., at 9:30 Thursday night while 
being escorted from Calgary to Prince 
Albert penitentiary to serve a three 
years’ sentence for burglary. 

Griffiths has a long prison record 
in Western Canada and is regarded 
as a desperate character, No undue 
chances will be taken by the police in 
effecting his capture. Griffiths es- 
caped once previously from Alberta} 
police when he made a getaway from 
the jail at Lethuridge. 

Instructions have been issued by 
Commissioner W. C. Bryan of the 
provincial police to patrol the Saskat- | 
chewan boundary line in the belief 
that Griffiths may attempt to double 
back into the province, 

According to his record at head- 
quarters here, Griffiths has been con- 
victed of burglary in Calgary and arm- 
ed robbery at Winnipeg, while his 
photo adorns the rogues’ gallery in 
practically every large centre in west- 
ern Canada, 

The description of the fugitive as 
broadcast this afternoon by the Sas- 
katchewan police is as. follows: Age, 
28 years; 5 feet 10 inches in height;

Cases Difficult to Diagnose 
Says Dr. Whitelaw 
Friday 


Whooping cough has assumed ep!- | 
demic proportions in the city and a 
warning has been issued to parents 
by Dr. T, H, Whitelaw, medical health 
officer in regard to the treatment of | 
this malady. Thirty new cases have 
been reported this week, 

Dr, Whitelaw stated on Friday: 
“Whooping cough is quite prevalent 
in the city and no doubt many cases 
exist here which it is impossible to 
locate. The difficulty In recognizing 
or definitely diagnosing the’ condi- 
tion in the early stage, when in many 
cases there is no whoop, constitutes 
the greatest obstacle to controlling its 
spread. Physicians are called to only 
a minimum of cases unfortunately 
and even a physician on a cursory 
visit may not be able to discover the 
symptoms which definitely establish 
the diagnosis, 

“In young infants the disease is 
very dangerous and may lead to com- 
plications of a very serious nature. 
It is, therefore, important that the 
family physician should be called in 
in all cases where a possibility of the 
disease exists.” 

Other cases of communicable dis- | 
ease reported this week were: Diph- | 
theria, 5; scarlet fever, 8; chickenpox, 
| 7 measles, 11; mumps, 21; erysipelas,

form of meningitis, and encephalitis 
lethargica, commonly known sleeping 
sickness, 

“This is nothing to get excited 
about, however, as these diseases occur 
here in extremely rare intervals,’ Dr 
Whitelaw stated Friday, According \ 
Dr, Whitelaw this case of encephaliti 
lethargica is not the same as the 
sleeping sickness caused in Africa by 
the tsetse fly. “It is, of course, ex- 
tremely serious and even if the patient 
recovers the after effects are bad,’ 
the doctor stated 

The victim in this case, a 14-year- 
old girl, died this week In a local hos- 


pital, Sleeping sickness usually oc- 
curs in adults.
